Prices Rising en 
Day-to-Doy Items, 
But Not on Others

NEW YORK (AP) - That the 


cost of living is rising isn't news 
But how much it is rising and 
how fast is news 


And the family shopper and 


the government statistician may 
have different ideas 


The shopper knows that prices 


of manv things are higher than 
a year ago and that on some 
items they seem to go up with 
each visit to the store 


The statistician says that the 


rise in the cost of living in re- 
cent weeks wasn't as bad as it

The 
decision emphasized that public officials 
must stand the glare of the spotlight upon 
them by the very nature of their offices 
and that deliberate malice must be proven 
against 
any 
publication 
before 
libel 


damages can be collected. This week a 
New York Supreme Court justice. Samuel 
Siherman. extended the ruling to cover "a 
publir figure engaged voluntarily in public 
discussion 
of matters of grave public 


concern and controversy." 


The case concerned a libel suit brought 


by Dr. Linus Pauling 
against 
William 


Buckley Jr. and his weekly magazine of 
opinion. National Review. Dr. Pauling, a 
Nobel prize winner, has been active in 
various controversial matters concerning 
nuclear weapons and United States foreign 
policies. The National Review said he had 
"acted as a megaphone for Soviet policy by 
touting the world peace conference that 
the Communists have called. . .just as year 
after year since time immemorial he has 
given his name, energy, voice and pen to 
one after 
another 
Soviet-serving enter- 


prise." In another article, after Pauling 
filed his libel suit. National Review called 
it "a brazen attempt at intimidation of the 
free press by one of the nation's leading 
fellow travelers."

According to the report, 5,000 engi-

States every >ear. In ten years, almost

so many British scientists come to the 
United States, England gains thousands 


from poorer countries. Togo has sent more 
physicians and professors to France than is

Africa. Students from the poorer countries 
who study in Western Europe

enthusiastic immigrants. 


The lure is not living conditions but 


rather the salary levels. In many of the

countries, 
average 
salaries 
for 


highly trained specialists may not be more 
than a couple of hundred dollars a month 
and the purchasing value may be lowered 
by the inflationary trends in the economi- 
cally unstable nations. 


The patriotism which might encourage 


highly educated natives to stay home and 
help develop their own nations often is 
neutralized by oppressive political policies.

particular, are influenced by the contrast 
in political morality and the tendency of 
some of the leaders- of new nations to 
collect graft recklessly while demanding 
austerity from their subjects. While this 
also has caused military leaders in African 
and Asian nations to seize control, it has 
led to the emigration of other people.

Strictly Personal 
Legal Obscenity Is 
Impossible to Define

Court decision on obscenity—in 
which the judges divided five

points up the utter impossibili- 
ty of deciding what is "ob- 
scene" in any legal sense.

Not only does one generation 


disagree with another about 
what is "obscene," but within 
the same generation, different 
classes and groups of people 
will disagree about it. There 
may be some absolute stan- 
dard, but no one has found it 
yet. 


It might be useful here to 


compare 
t h e 
i d e a 
of 


"obscenity" 
with the 
legal 


concept of "fraud." 
In order 


to prove fraud in a court of 
law, it is first necessary to 
show "intent to defraud." If it 
can be shown that a man did 
not intend to rommit fraud, he 
may be guilty of something 
else, but he is not guilty of 
fraud. 


In the same way, "obsceni- 


ty" resides in the intent of the 
author. 
And 
how can 
one 


demonstrate such intent, or 
lack of it? The court has used 
as a yardstick "whether the 
material has some redeeming 
social value." But this is a 
foolish criterion: I might write

for their whole intent seems te 
be to titillate the subjet of six 
in a coy and vulgar manner. 


Who is right or wrong about 


this? There is no way to tell; 
it 
is 
a 
matter 
of taste, 


judgment, background, condi- 
tioning, and cultural atmo- 
sphere. It may be that obscen- 
ity, like beauty, lies in the 
mind of the beholder; or there 
may be an evolutionary moral- 
ity, as Teilard de Chardin put 
it, whose value depends on 
"collective 
feeling, 
common 


insight and the culture of the 
time." 


Furthermore, I don't happen 


to believe that obscenity, of 
any sort, is as harmful as 
some people seem to think. 
The profound immoralities of 
our time are cruelty, indiffer- 
ence, injustice, and the use of 
others as means rather than 
as 
ends 
in themselves. 
If 


everything deemed indecent or 
obscene were wiped out over- 
night, it would not make for a 
conspicuously better world, or 
for a more "moral" citizenry.
